In this touching but unsentimental account 
that spans a six-year period the author re- 
lates how, after his wife’s untimely death, he 
became both parents to his ten-month-old 
son. His depiction of the father-son relation- 
ship is an absorbing one for, although deeply 
involved, Mr. Armstrong manages to view 
himself and Edwin with all the candor of a 
detached observer. The endless moving that 
his job entailed, the innumerable baby sitters, 
good and bad, and the disillusioning interlude 
with a prospective wife and her two children 
strengthened rather than weakened the bond 
between two persons who had complete love 
and respect for one another.

Another of the author’s popularizations lead- 
ing to clearer thinking and readier agreement 
explains the principles of logic and reasoning 
and identifies the major classes of fallacies 
that commonly pass for logic but produce 
confusion and dissension. Apt, easily remem- 
bered illustrations re-enforce his exposition 
of 13 disputatious devices which he describes 
under the headings of overgeneralizing, the 
thin entering wedge, getting personal, “you’re 
another,” cause and effect, false analogies, 
wise men can be wrong, “figures prove,” and 
appeal to the crowd.

The author’s interest in promoting bet- 
ter vision, and his preoccupation with extra- 
sensory perception are again apparent; other 
themes expounded are: art as therapy, the 
cult of motherhood, ancient and modern, 
Toulouse-Lautrec, the repetitiveness of his- 
tory, religious art, automation, and utopia. 
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Sparkling and witty, these essays make a good 
introduction to this prolific writer.

A historical novel, equally as stirring as the 
author’s The proud man (BOoOoKLIsT 52:66, O 
15 55) but of more immediate interest to U.S.

olution. James Bethune, a runaway orphan, 
found his lifework at sixteen when he became 
clerk to MacDonald, editor of the New York 
Courier. Their mutual, inarticulate devotion, 
and their passionate belief in freedom of in- 
formation are two aspects of a worthwhile 
tale rounded out by the love story of shy 
Bethune and lovable Margaret Thurstan.

The woman’s adoles- 
cence, her married life, and the deaths of 
several members of her family, in themselves 
undramatic events, attain significance from 
the author’s deep understanding of the hu- 
man heart.
